CONVICT NO. 82 WAS 
ALONE ONLY TWO MINUTES 


ull Description of Escaped Convict 
with SBertillon Measurements 
Is Given Out by Warden 
Hawk—East a Des- 
perate Criminal. 


R. B. Hast, known as. convict No. 8, 
pscaped from the : federal prison yester- 
May evening.at 7 o'clock, and, wearing 
‘the pridén clithes in wrieh he worked ar 
we barber, disappeared in the darkness of 
the surrounding woods as completely as 
though he had been swallowed up in the 
iearth. 

Bast escaped from the finest prison 
bullding in the world. In spite of the most 
rigid of rules; in spite of thorough watch- 
fulness and regardless of steel bars that 
igeemed to defy the ingenuity of man, he 
-made his break for liberty, and was gone 
‘before the alarm could be given. 

The escape of convict No. 82 is the first 


to go on the record of the Atlanta fed- 
‘eral prison. 

According to the prison statistics and 
according to the Bertillon system, by 
which he was measured, East is a bad 
man. He was a fifteen-year man, sept 
up for burglary from the northern dis- 
trict of the Indian Territory, but the 
record back of him shows that this was 
not his first sentence, and that he had 
known convict stripes befcre in the Kan- 
@as state penitentiary. 

Saw a Defect in the Prison. 

East had been taken to the basement 
under the prison to act as a barber. He 
had shaved a number of fellow-convicts 
and was getting ready to return to his 
cell for the night. A guard was with 
him. For a few minutes the guard 
stepped Into an adjoining room, and when 
he returned East was gone. The doors 
were all securely locked and the windows 
were barred. There was apparently no 
place through which a man could get 
out. Yet there was one place—a window 
in which one of the lower bars was a 
trifle too high. No one had ever noticed 
this defect, except East. He had prob- 
ably seen fhat raised bar with his watch- 
ful and eagie-like eyes the first time he 
entered the room. and he had prohahlir 
waited for a moment to squeeze himself 
through the opening. When the chance 
finally came, he did the act silently and 
quickly. 

Sensation at Federal Prison. 

The escape created a sensation at the 
federal prison. The prison had been open 
for only a few weeks, and t® have a con- 
vict escape so soon was not a thing to be 
relished by the officers in charge. The 
warden was notified. and he hastened to 
the prison and took active measures to 
capture the fugitive. 

Warden Hawk declined to say what 
guard was in charge of the convict at the 
time he escaped, but it is understood his 
name is Schmidt. Captain Petty, the 
night captain, was not on duty, he hav- 
ing remained at home on account of sick- 
ness. J. B. Bryant acted in his place last 
night. ' 

Was Acting as Barber. | 

In the afternoon a number of convicts |

The room used as a barber shop is a 
prison itself, and is kept closely locked 
and guarded. East was a good hand 
with a razor, and had been detailed with 
Others to do the Shaving of the convicts 
He finished his work last evening and 
prepared to clean up his razors and get 
ready to retire. He and the guard talked 
a few moments. The guard stepped into 
a small adjoining room. He says he was 
not gone over two minutes. When he re- 
entered the barber shop he was dumb- 
founded to see it empty. He stared about 
him, and when it dawned over him thgt 


East had escaped he gave the alarm. 
Crawled Tarough Window. 

It was some time before it was discover- 
ed how East got out, and even now: it @p- 
bears to be doubtful to some that a man 
could have crawled through the raised 
bar under the window, but the warden 
Says that was the only way in which Kast 
could have effected an escape, 

East had on his comvict clothes with the 
exception of his coat. He wore in place

' Description of East. 

East was sentenced for ‘fifteen years 
after conviction for burglary committed 
in the Indian Territory. 

Warden 8S. A. Hawk last night gave 
out the official description of the escaped 
prisoner as YPollows: 


Age 30, height 5 feet 7 3-4, weight 145 
pounds. — Dark hair, smooth, dark 
complexion, medium build,:> biue eves, 
long straight nose. One upper front 
tooth ' missing. Woman tattooed on 
front right forearm. Rust of woman 
tattooed on front of right side. Child 
tattooed on front of right leg below 
Knee. Nude woman tattooed on front 
of right leg below knee. At time of 
escape prisoner had on striped prison 
sult and white underelothes stamped 
No. & in large figures. | 
A reward of $60 is offered for his cap- 

ture and this may be increased when 
orders are received from Washington. The 
law only allows a rewerd of $60 until 
special orders are received. , 

East is said to be a desperate man ana 
is credited with having killed five or six 
men before he was convicted of burglary. 

What the Warden Says. 

When asked about the eserpe last night 
Warden Hawk said: 

“I Know nothing about the manner of 
the escape except as reported to me by 
the guard in charge. I had Jeft the nrisun 
for the night and was at my home in the 
city. I can find only one way by which 
East could have gotten out of the base- 
ment where the barber shop is located 
and that was under a bar in a window. 

e bar was not quite low enough and a 
man the size of East could have crawled 
under it. I have cautioned the guards 
as much as possible. Some of them are 
new in the business. Convicts are sharp 
fellows and watchfulness in a prison like 
this can never be relaxed for a moment. I 
have not made an official and full inves- 
tigation of the matter, and. therefore. 
am not in a position to gay more. My re- 
port will have to be forwarded. If East 
is not captured tonight the reward for 
him may be increased. I can only offer 
$60 at present. Every effort wil] be made 
to catch him, and as he knows nothing 
about this part of the country I hope 
to soon have him back in prison again.”’ 


What East May Do. 
As the fugitive is a stranger to this 


' part of the country he will probably not 


know which way to go to get his bear- 
ings. It is believed he will hide out in 
the woods not very far from the prison 
and wait until daylight to ascertain which 
way to go to avoid detection. It is fur- 
ther believed he will get out of his con- 
vict clothes as quickly as possible and 
put on other garments. In order to do 
this it may be necessary for him to bur- 
glarize a house and a man of his char- 
acter will not hesitate a moment about 
committing such an act in order to help 
him to keep from being caught. 

If he is apprehended he wf! doubtless 
eNBIIepun OYM eS0U] PUB IYFY FB syHeU 
the work wil] be careful not to let him get 
the drop on them He its said to be a 
quick and dead shot. 

Police and city detectives are watching 
for the escaped criminal: the wires have 
been put to work and the bloodhounds 
are believed to be on the scent. Every 
possible effort is being made to recap- 
ture the first convict that escaped from 
the federal prison in Georgia.

MUNITIONS FOR BOERS 
ON THE BRITISH QUEEN

While Flames Raged, Cartridges for 
the Burghers Were Exploding. 
Total Number of Dead Will 
Probably Never Be 
Known. 


New York, March 19.—There was a fru- 
mor current today that a number of 
cartridges were on the plier at the time 
of the fire on Hoboken docks last night, 
and that they were destined for the use 
of the Boers #n South Africa. According 
to the report the cartridges were to have 
been shipped to Antwerp and from there 
to their destinafion. A member of the 
Hoboken fire department said today that 
he saw the boxes of cartridges on the 
pier and that he heard a number of ex- 
plosions. These are said to have occur- 
red after the, fire was under contro] about 


mi@night. 
Sanderson & Son, the New York agents 


of the Phoenix line steamer British Queen 
said today that they had no knowledge 
that there were any cartridges on the 
dock, and that they did not believe there 
were any there. They further said that 
they never carry explosives as freight, 

The British consul general said today 
that the had no information that any such 
munitions for Boers were on the ship. 
He regarded the report as improbable 
because the British Queen was to sail 
for Antwerp, not South Africa. 


Supposed Victim Alive. 

Chief Engineer Scott, who it was sup- 
posed perished in the fire, walked into 
a Hoboken hotel tuday. He was badly 
burned about the face and said he had 
had a dreadful experience. 

Engineer Scott said that a short while 
aftervhe had gone to his room last night 
he smelied smoke, and on tnvestigation 
saw the ship was on fire. Soott, who is 
a suffefer from rheumatiem, groped his 


a lar=> cattie pen 
he was joined by one of the firemen of 
the ship. The smoke and flames soon 
drove them from the pen. Scott then 
fastened a wire rope to a stanchion and 
threw’ one end overboard. He then slid 
@own the rope to a lighter lying along- 
side the big steamer, where he remained 
until rescued. Scott said he did not see 
the fireman after he, Scott, made his es- 
cape, and does not know what became 
of him. 

No estimate could be made today of 
the loss of life in the fire that started 
last night on the Phoenix line pier in Ho- 
boken, and it was thought the number of 
dead would never be known. Patrick 
Hussey. a longshoreman, who was burned 
while trying to escape from the Phoenix 
pter, died today from tthe effects. of his 


injuries. 
Reside Hussey four longshoremen were 


under treatment there. All were more or 
less burned. Some of the longshoremen 
who saved themselves by swimming 
ashore say they saw twenty or thirty 
men leap into the river. 


. Many Were Drowned. 


Although some of those who jumped 
into the water were picked up by tugs it 
is feared that a number sank before they 
could be reached by the rescuers. Manv 
of the longshoremen are single men and 
im the event of their being missing or 
fhavine perished in the fire.

’ Superintendent Mason, of the Phenix 


line. said today that it wauld be ,mpos- 
atble to definitely state the loss by the fire 
in less than two weeks. He was asked if 
he thought $1.250,0 would cover it and he 
replied that he did not think it would. 
The British Queen was worth $899,000 and 
there was.a great quantitv of valuable 
merchandise on that vessel, on the pier 
and on Ifghters that were destroyed. This 
included cotton, hides, oils, grains and a 
auantity of harvest machinery. 

“There was a rumor today that the fire 
wes of incendiary origin, but Mr. Mason 
snid he was positive there was no truth in 
it. He said he thought the blaze started 
in a quantity of Belgian wicker baskets 
on the Phenix nier, and this opinion was 
confirmed by Ckarles Christianson, who 
was at work on the lighter Castleton. 
which was lying forward off the dock. 


Leaped for Their Lives. 


Christianson said the flames seemed to 
burst forth from a pile of wicker baskets 
that had been unloaded from the British 
Queen on Monday. He said the fire 
spread in an incredibly short time over 
the outer erd of the pier. Th? British 
Queen was soon ablaze and the men on 
beard had to leap into the water to save 
their lives. The ruins of the pier were 
still smoldering today. 

Those seriously hurt in the fire are 
John Jensen. who jumped from the burn- 
ing pier and struck his head against a 
beam, and Peter Carrv!]l, who was badly 
burned. 

The Chinamen who fled from the steam- 
ship Heathburn when that vessel was en- 
dangered by flames and who were captur- 
ed by Unit st States customs officers were 
returned to their ship today. The China- 
men were arrested in order to prevent a 
porsible violation of the Chinese exclusion 
act.

LOOT FROM Is HELD. 


Ten Costly and Ancient Jade Tablets 
Seized atSan Francisco. 

San Francisco, March 19.—Ten jade tab- 
lets on which, +; imost 2@ years ago, the 
cunning hand of a Chinese workman ‘en- 
graved by order of his tmperial master 
an acknowledgment of the wisdom, power 
and goodness of Shun Che, the founder of 
the Tartar dynasty in China, are locked 
in the safe of the. customs appraiser, J. 
T. Dare, awaiting aothority frem Wash- 
ington. to return the 
China or his represenfative. 

The stones are 1 foot in length, 6 inches 
wide and nearly:1 inch thick. Through 
holes drilled across their -width cords are 
passed to hold them together and when 
taken by the customs inspector from a 
private soldier returning from service in 
China they were wrapped in elaborately 
embroidered yellow silk. It is believed

March 19.—In the trial 
of Stuart Fife. for the mysterious mur- 
der of Frank W. Richardson, the Instruc- 
tions were given at the night session of 
court and the arguments of the attor- 
neys were commenced. The instructions 
eall for-a verdict of murder in the first 
or second degree or acquittal.

the murder. Sanders charged that the 
revolver found by the Rickoff boy had 
been placed, under the culvert for a pur- 
pose. He defended the character of Mrs. 
Richardson throughout his argument, 
devoting as much time to her defense as 
to that of Fife. 

The defense bases Fife’s alibl upon the 
evidence of the witnesses who said they 
saw him about the saloons and other 
places on the square about the time ‘of 
the murder. Mr. Sanders went over the 
testimony carefully. 

The arguments will be resumed tomor- 
row. 


HUNTINGTON AIDED FRIENDS. 


Loaned Much Money That Cannot Be 
Collected. 


New York, March 19.—The Collis P. 
Huntington estate, now being inventoried 
by the state’s transfer tax appraisers, 
acting with the executors, Charles M. 
Tweed and Isaac E: Gates. will amount 
‘to about $28,000.000 or $2900.00 #£=‘The 
transfer tax will approximate $800,000. 
This its an unofficial estimate made by 
the state controller’s office. 

The report of the state appraisers wil! 
not be filed for several months. It is 
understood that the delay is due in large 


part to the. overhauling of claims and 
notes against friends of Mr. Huntington. 
These amount to an astonishingly large 
sum, it was said, and are in such shape 
that it is difficult for the executors to 
tell how much they are really worth. 
The major items in the schedule of assets 
kave been known for a long time. 

Mr. Huntington loaned personal friends 
a great deal of money, most of which 
is not collectable.

lails of His Tragic Attempl 
{o Cross Samar 


TRAMPED IN A CIRCLE 
IN THE ISLAND WILDS 


Cut, Torn, Bruised and Naked, They 
Finally Reached Basey More 
Dead Than Alive—For 
Many Days They 
Had No Fire. 


Washington, March 19.—The navy de- 
partment has made public another report 
from Major Waller recounting in detail 
the stirring events of his tragic effort 
to cross the island of Samar. 

Major: Waller begins with a statement 
that Lieutenant Williams, Seventh infan- 
try, who has just returned from a twelve 
days’ trip in a fruitless search for a 
trail, and Captain Pickering urged him 
not to make the attempt to cross Samar 
on, account of the difficulties. But he 
decided to make the attempt, in view 
of the commanding general's evident de- 
sire to find the trail and run a wire 
across, starting with fifty men on De- 
cember 26 for Lanang. 

The rivers were much swollen and it 
took a long time to get the boat through 
the rapids. Trails were picked up only 
to be lost again ang the rain came down 
in torrential bursts. The river the men 
were following curved almost to a circle, 
and the banks held no trails. The route 
crossed and recrossed the river every 
few miles and the men began to dévelop 
water sores and chafes. 

They Marched in Circles. 

The knowledge that they made only 4 
or 5 miles in direction for each 12 miles 
of march was depressing. On the 30th 
reduced rations were issued. No sign 
of human habitation had been seen, 
except a lonely fishing smack. There 
were not even birds. It took the whole 
ef the 3ist. to reach the mountain pass. 
All the elements seemed te be against the 
men. Descending the trail was again 
lost. The men were suffering from sorés 
from. cuts made by thorns, and from fes- 
tering bites of leeches. They could. get 
no fire and’ they ate raw bacon. A raft 
was built, but sank with one man on it. 

Starting down the river word came to 


Waller that many men could not keep. 


up, so he decided to forge.ahead for re- 
lief with thirteen of the strongest men, 
leaving Captain Porter in command of 
the main body. Another effort to build 
a floating raft falled. Waller finally 
came upon a clearing, where he found a 
shack and some growing vegetables. 


! ‘The lenses of his field glass started a 


fire and two days’ supply of potatoes was 
cooked. Word from the rear was that 
the men could make only’3 miles a 
day. There was only enough bacon to 
fry the potatoes. The natives were Tre- 
ported to be threatening Porter and, al- 
together, the expedition was in a bad 
way. Several natives were captured and 
pressed into service as guides. Finally 
the Spanish trail was found, but simul- 
taneously a large boat was discovered 
and the start was made for Basey. 

Fearful Condition of the Men. 

The report says: 

“The men, realizing that all was over 
and that they were safe,.and once again 
near home, gave up, some quietly wept, 
others laugned hysterically. One _ ser- 
geant turned to me and said: 

*“*T don’t think we would show up well 
at a drawing room.’ 

“My heart bled for these men when I 
looked at them. Most of them had no 
shoes. Cut, torn, bruised and dilapidated, 
they had marched without a murmur 
for twenty-nine days and had accomplish- 
ed what no white troops had done be- 
They thought not of it, but of each 
other. They spoke of me; my age and, 
to them, well known injury to my foot, 
and they wondered how I had stood it. 
My shirt was in rags, my hat was a 
hat by courtesy. Torn as they were, 
with eyes suffused with leech bites, I 
felt that appearances made no difference; 
we were through.”’ 

At Basey Waller was taken sick with 
fever, and suffered also from his injured 
ankle. He says that the expedition was 
of no value except to show that the 
mountains can be penetrated, and that 
there are no insurgents there. 

Concluding, Major Waller says that he 
was the only one of his party able to 
move on February 8 Ten of the men 
died of exhaustion and one in the hos- 
pital. All of the others, except Captain 
Bearss, Lieutenant Halford, Lieutenant 
Lyles and Major Wafler himself either 
were or had been in the hospital at the 
date of the report. The length of his 
march was 23” miles. 

The Waller Courtmartial. 

The war department has not been ad- 
vised that a claim of the lack of jurisdic- 
tion has been presented by counsel for 
Major Waller and Lieutenant Day, of the 
marine corps, at the courtmartial which 
is trying these two officers at Manila on 
charges of executing natives. A general 
order, issued by directicn of the presi- 
dent, empowered General Chaffee to util- 
fve the marines whenever he deemed 
their cocpveration with the army desir- 
able. Whether or not Major Waller and 
his detachment had been relieved of their 
duty with the army before the preference 
of the charges is a question which neither 
the war nor navy department can dete» 
mine for lack of information on the sub- 
ject. If it be found, however, that the 
marines had been detached from their 
duty with the army before the charges 
were brought forward the claim that 
General Chaffee lacks the necessary 
jurisdiction in the case probably will be 
sustained here.

SEVERED AS THOUGH BY AX 


Execution of Will Lanier in Missis- 
sippi for Murder of Two 
Brothers. 


Aberdeen, Miss., March 19.—Will Lanier, 
murderer of the two Biddle brothers, met 
death on the gallows at 1 o’clock today. 
He was firm to the last and made an 
address in which he stated that the cause 
of his downfall was gambling and illicit 
whisky making. 

When the rope stretched the specta- 
tors were horrified to see his head leap 
from his body, severed as completely as 
though cut with an ax. A large crowd 
gathered to witness the execution, but 
perfect order prevailed. 


PATRICK DEFENSE IS CLOSED. 


David Short Swears That Rice Sign- 
i ed the Will. , 

New York; March 19.—The defense in 
the Patrick trial closed its case this af- 
ternoon.

Representative Hay, of Virginia, pre- 
sided at the caucus, and Representative 
Robertson, of Louisiana, acted as secre- 
tary. The attendance was large. 

There was no division of sentiment as 
to the course to be taken, the question 
presented being simply one of choice b¢- 
tween two resolutions, one Offered tf Mr. 
Randall, of Texas, and the other by Mr. 
Sulzer, of New York. The Sulzer resolu- 
tion, looking to the passage of a resolu- 
tion requesting the president to urge upon 
Great Britain the wisdom of stopping the 
South African war, was voted down, 22 
to 35, and the Randall resolution unani- 
mously adopted as follows:

AGUINALDO IS DESCRIBED 
AS MASTER OF DUPLICITY 


Otis Charges That the Filipino Army 
Gathered About Manila for the 
Purpose of Plunder—Agui- 
| naldo Had Luna | 

Killed. 


‘Washington, March 19.—Genera] Otis 
continued his testimony before the senate 
| Philippines committee today. He said 
Aguinaldo had demanded of General Mer- 
/ritt the -right.to.oeccupy the palace and 
to make. appointments in the civil govern- 
| ment which caused General Merritt to ca- 
|} ble Washington for instructions. The re- 


cupation; of Manila. - 

General Otis tnen detailed the circum- 
stances attending the capture of Lioilo. 
Aguinaldo, he said, was overjoyed when 
he learned that the detachment had been 
sent out because he iAguinaldo) declared 
that the first shot would be fired at 
lloilo, whig@h would bring on @ar between 
the United States and the insurgent 
forces. General Otis said he had cabled 
Washington saying that the «taking of 
lloilo meant war in the islands and had 
received the response to defer action. 

General Otis, referring to his proclama- 
tion, said he expressly omitted therefrom 
the word ‘‘sovereignty’’ because the Fil- 
ipimos attached to it the meaning which 
the- word conveyed to them while under 
the domination of Spain. 

Senator Carmack calied his attention to 
the difference between the language used 
by the president.in his instructiens and 
that contained in his (Otis’) proclama- 
tion, and asked why he had also omitted 
the words ‘control,’’ ‘“‘government,”’ 
“lawful rule,’’ ‘‘authority must remain su- 
preme.” 

Edited McKinley’s Proclamation. 

“We were at that time fighting hard 
for peace,’’ replied General Otis. When 
these instructions of the president were 
received he said he was somewhat sur- 
prised. He said he told Admiral Dewey 
that he did not think the president under- 
stood the situation, owing to the great 
distance of the islands from Washington 
and that under the conditions then pre- 
valling he would be perfectly justified in 
making certain amendments. He said he 
had had the advice of leading Filipinos 
who told him that the words referred to 
might be used by Mabini to excite the 
people. 

“No man ever worked harder in the in- 
terests of peace than J,’’ said the general. 
“But if the United.States troops had at- 
tacked the Filipinos and driven them out 
of the city when thev first got there it 
would have been much better. They got 
very ‘cocky’ after a while and thought 
they could sweep us {nto the bay.’’ 
General Otis admitted, in reply to an 
inquiry from Senator McComas, that the 
act of congress limiting the service of 
the volunteer troops until July, 1991, their 
return to the United States and the for- 
warding of othens to take their places 
greatly hampered him in the pacification 
of the islands. 
Senator Patterson asked General @tis 
if the idea of the Filipino people regard- 
ing the hopes and aspirations for inde- 
pendénite was a mistaken one. 
‘“No,”’ said General Otis, ““Aguinaldo had 
his ambitions.”’ 
Speaking very deliberately he said: 
“And he was sent over from Hong Kong 
for the purpose of driving the Spaniards 
out and then attacking the Americans. I 
suppose. We have the papers of the 
original junta.’’ 

Aguinaldo Played Double. 

He said he thought Aguinaldo was per- 
forming a double part at that time, ° 

*“TIntil the time of the ratification of the 
treaty was not the Filipino army there 
for the purpose of. asserting and. majn- 
taining the independence of that island 
by armed force if necessary?’’ asked Sen- 
ator Patterson. 

General Otis: “‘They asserted that they 
wanted to drive the Spaniards out.’’ 

General Otis remarked that he had an 
idea formed some time previous to the 
breaking out of hostilities that the in- 
surgents intended to drive the Americans 
out if they could. The Filipino army, he 
declared, was there to overawe the peo~ 
ple in northern Luzon and elsewhere. 

‘‘Admitting,’’ said Senator Patterson, 
“that they were there to overawe the peo- 
ple, did you have any dotbt in your mind 
that the hope of the Filipino army was 
indenendence?”’ 

“They never intended to secure inde- 
nendence, but to set up a government un- 
der Aguinaldo,’”’ was the response. 

“Was the Filipino army there for the 
purpose of plunder?’’ asked Senator Pat- 
terson. 

“Yes, and I think they were feving to 
drive the Americans into the sea.”’ 

General Otis said in money matters he 
believed Aguinaldo strictly honest and 
then, bringing his fist down on the table 
and «peaking with great emphasis, said: 

“In duplicity he has few equals.”’ 

Asked by Senator McComas about the 
assassination of Genera] Luna, General 
Otis said there was no doubt that this 
was Aguinaldo’s act. 

“My opinfon of justice,” remarked Sen- 
ator Patterson, “is that you should bring 
here the man who is accused of assas- 
sination.”’

Texan Warns the Senators 
Not to Make. Anarchists 
of Themselves. 


BACON FAVORS MEASURE 
~ TO EXCLUDE ANARCHISTS 


Both the Georgian and the Texan 
Strongly Opnose Pending Meas- 
ure To Protect President. 
Spooner Replies to 
Bacon.

Washington, March 19.—(Special.)—Sen- 
ator Bacon introduced this afternoon @ 
bill to provide for the exclusion from the 
United States of alien anarchists. In 


presenting the bill, he explained he did 
not. claim the authorship of the measure, 
but it was one prepared by former Sena- 
tor Hill, of New York, It passed the sen- 
ate in the fifty-third congress and failed 
by a narrow majority in the house. This 
is the bill which Senator Gurrows, of 
Michigan, referred to when he said in a 
recent magazine article that if it had 
been passed when before congress, the as- 
sassination of President McKinley would 
have been prevented. . 

Senator Bacon said-he agreed with Sen- 
ator Bailey that what fs needed is pre- 
ventive legislation; legislation that will 
make such assauwts impossible, and he is 
in favor of the most extreme legistation 
on that tine that can be devised or sug- 
gested.. 

During the entire sessions of the sen- 
ate the bill providing .vr the protection 
of the president of, the United States was 
under consideration. Mr. Spooner, of Wis- 
consin, made an extended argument in 
support of the measure. He contended : 
that the government, had an absolute and 
inherent right to protect itself from as- 
saults made either upon itself or upon 
any of its officers, He maintained that an 
assault upon the. president was in the 
very nature of things an assault upon the 
government, for there. never was a time 
when the president was not in the exer- 
cise of the duty of his office. ‘His argu-: 
ment was largely legal and constitutional, 
but throughout was forceful and enter- 
taining and instructive. : 

Bailey Against Measure. 

Mr. Hoar, in charge of the méasure, 
elucidated some arguments he had made 
previously, and Mr. Teller, of Colorado, 
and Mr. Bailey, of Texas, spoke briefly 
upon the bill. The Texas senator said he 
could not support the measure as it 
stands, because Ne could conceive of an 
assault made upon the president ag a 
person and not as‘an official of the gov- 
ernment. The assailant, in that event, 


ought to be punished precisely as if he 
had assaulted any other citizen. 

Replying to Mr. Bacon, of Georgia, Mr. 
Spooner declared that if Mr. Bacon’s ar- 
gument was crystallized into law, this 
would be an impotent government unable 
to protect itself against obvious crimes, 
endangering our institutions and _  ob- 
structing the operations of -the govern- 
ment. A legitimate conclusion from the 
senator’s argument, he said, would be 
that ‘“‘this is the weakest government un- 
der the sky. It is. not.”’ 

‘Tt is an evident right of the govern- 
ment of the United States to protect its 
own officials from assault or assassina- 
tion while engaged in the discharge of 
their governmental] duties. 

“Tf the function is a federal one,” he 
declared, “if it involves the safety or the 
sovereignty of the government, there are 
no state lines.’’ 

‘President Always Works. 

He asserted that there was no time 
when the president of the United States 
was not engaged in the pe rmance of 
his official duties. He could perform his 
duties and exercise his powers anywhere, 
day or night. An assault upon him, there- 
fore, was an assault upon the govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Teller, of Colorado, objected to the 
provision giving to the president a mili- 
tarv guard, and swegested that the guard 
about him should. be from the civil de- 
partment of the government. 

Mr. Bailey, of Texas, maintained that 
thego vernment had ample authority to 
protect {t§ officials in the performance of 
their duties, but he doubted its authority 
to punish a’ man who should assauli or 
kill any government Official merely as a 
person: 

The demand of the pepole was that the 
government should lay its heavy hand 
upon the anarchist. He was in accord 
with the demand and would hound the 
anarchists from one section to another 
until he had no resting place, but he 
warned the senators not to make anarch- 
ists of themselves in the effort to. protect 
the president against anarchists. He 
could.not support the measure as it stood,

STILL RAGING 


Majority and Minority Re- 
ports Are Presented Re- 
garding Panama Canal. 


FRENCH COMPANY’S OFFER 
IS DENOUNCED BY MORGAN 


Senator Claims That Original Stock- 
holders Have Been Despoiled of 
Millions—Points Made 
in the Minority 
Report. 


Washington, March 19—Senator Morgan 
from the committee on isthmian canals, 
today presented to the senate tye ma- 
jority and minority reports of that com- 
mittee on the question of the validity of 
the title of the New Panama Canal Com- 
peny and its right to transfer the Pana- 
ma canal property to the United States 
for $40,000,000. The objections of the ma-~ 
jority to the title held by that company 
are based largely on the relations of the 
canal company to the governments of 
France and Colombia, but the committee 
also discusses at length many other 
}bases of the question. Among these is 
the relatior of the shareholders who 
subscribed . $260,000,000 to the old Panama 
company, whose interests the report holds 
carnot be lightly disregarded. 

Without Precedent, Says Morgan. 

On this point the report says: 

“The spectacle of the United States 
congress authorizing the president as the 
agent of our government to conduct a 
trade with such a corporatiom (the new 
Panama company) without consulting 
| @rance as to the claim of independence it 
(the new Panama company) asserts, will 
be entirely new in the history of nations 
and its consequences cannot be lightly dis- 
regarded. ” 

“Among these is the serious danger of 
the United States being drawn into dis- 
}agreeable relations with a large and in- 
fiuential body of the worthy people of 
France, whose friendship for us has been 
cherished during the entire life of our 
republic. The report of the isthmian ca 
nal commission reveals the fact that men 
who make this offer are chief among 
those who defrauded these six or eight 
hundred thousand Frenchmen of $260.- 
000,000.’ 

Speaking further of the obligations* of 
the new company to the old, the majority 
say: 

“If Mr. Eiffel and his associates ge 
$46,000,000 from the American people itis 
well that they are sheltered from the 
claims of these defrauded and despoiled 
bendholders and stockholers by the ai- 


|lege despotism of French courts.” 


The Minority Report. 

The minority report, which was pre- 
pare by Senator Kittridge, completely up- 
holds the title of the new Panama com- 
pany and states further that the consent 
of Colombia for a transfer of concessions 
to the United States has been given by 
the government of that country as fully 
as it can now be given. The report also 
says that Colombia has shown and de- 
clared its readiness to make by treaty, 
new concessions, which would be neces- 
sary before the rights and property on 
the isthmus could be transferred to the 
United States.

The report then reviews the origin. and 
history of the Panama Canal ‘Company, 
and finds that the affairs of the other 
company were disposed of by a French 
court in a straightforward way when that 


court had a perfect right not only to ap- 
point a liquidator, or receiver, but to 
confer upon him, as was done, power to 
“grant or contribute to any new company 
all or part of the corporate assets.” 

The various objections to the new com- 
pany’s title are then considered and re- 
plied to. 


Why Company Should Sell. 


Then follows an explanation of why the 
new compeny should desire to sell, in 
which it is stated that under its title the 
new company took up the work and econ- 
tinued it until a large part of its capital 
had been expended. When it became 
necessary to raise funds for the com- 
pletion of the canal from the public, the 
announced intention of the United States 
to build an isthmian canal prevented any 
chance of a profitable return, and money 
coujd not be raised to complete it. 

“AS an engineering proposition,” the 
report continues, ‘‘the canal was feasible, 
and was attractive; as a commercial 
proposition, the certainty of the compett- 
tion of the United States made it impossi- 
ble, except under the auspices of govern- 
ments, which might, for public reasons, 
acquire the canal.. Thus, since the com- 
pany could not raise the money to com- 
plete the @nal, the only practicable 
course was to sell the property in order 
ggg aaa eo loss.”’ 

e revision of the protocol prepared 
by Dr. Silva, the rettring Colombian 
minister, embodying the terms under 
which Colombia is willing to cede to the 
United States the rights incident to the 
building of a Panama canal, has been 
completed by Dr. Concha, the new min- 
ister at Washington. It is stated that 
the protocol, as it now stands, does not 
differ very materially from what it was 
when about to be presented by Dr. Silva.

TAXES IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


They Are To Be Converted Into the 
Island Treasury. 
Washington, March 19.—Secretary Root 
has notified Acting Governor Wright 
that taxes and duties collected in the 
Philippines under the recent tariff act 
for the islands shall be covered directly 
into the Philippines treasury and are sub- 
ject to the orders of the Philippine au-

Nothing has as yet been determined 
upon with respect to the fiandling and 
transfer of the duties and taxes collected 
in the United States on articles import- 
ed from the islands. The law provides 
that all these taxes and duties are tb be 
paid into the Philippine treasury for the 


| use and benefit of the isldnds. 


There will be appointed a joint commit- 
tee to formulate regulations governing 
the customs authorities in their treat- 
ment of Philippine articles exempt from 
export duty and admitted to the United 
States duty free, for use and consumption 
therein.

pretty clearly that he had reached no 
definite conclusion as yet. Seme close 
friends of the president seem to beHeve 
there is no likelihood of a change in the 
interior portfolio or pension bureduship 
in the near future. They say the presi- 
dent is aware that the real opposition te 
Evans comes from the pension attorneys, 
while that to Hitchcock cames from a 
crowd of westerners whose schemes to 
get hold of valuable rights and properties 
are thwarted by the present secretary.

LANDS AT KIEL 


By Cheers of People and 
Roar of Cannon He Is 
Greeted, 


PRINCE TELLS EMPEROR 
OF HIS AMERICAN TRIP 


Greatly Amused While Here by Cries 
for “Speech” and Questions 
About Health of the Em- 
peror—Only Alarmed 
Once. 


Kiel, Prussia, March 19.—The German 
battle ship Kaiser Wilhelm II, having 
on board Emperor William and Admiral 
Prince Henry of Prussia, arrived here at’ 
5:30 p. m. His majesty and the prince 
were welcomed with the firing of salutes 
and cheers from the naval squadron in 
these waters. 

Berlin, -Miarch 19.—Prince G@enry landed 
at Kie] at dusk and joined Princess Hen- 
ry ana his sons. 

That which took place between the 
royal brothers is, of course, not a mat- 
ter concerning which those surrounding 
Emperor William and Prince Henry have 
been taken into the royal confidence fur- 
ther than to know that the brothers had 
a talk today lasting several hours and 
that Prince Henry told Emperor William 
his experiences from the ‘beginning to 
the end of the trip. The members of the 
prince’s party were much amused while 
on their travels at the calls of ‘speech, 
speech!” from the crowds’ collected at. 
wayside plaeas and the cries of “How's 
your brother, William?’ 

The only occasion when the least a‘:arm 
for the prince’s safety was felt. was when 
a member of the party saw a man enter 
the prince’s car at one end while Prince 
Henry was on the platform at the other 
end, bowing to -the crowds. ‘isis man 
was ordered out of the car. He hesitated 
and then withdrew. A few minutes later 
he was seen working his way through the 


This man wore a long coat, under which 
anything might have béen concealed. A 
member of the prince’s staff pointed out 
this person to John E. Wilkie, chief of 
the secret service, who accompanied the 
prince on his trip, who said: ‘“Why, that 
is one of my men.”’ 

Emperor William spoke to Commander 
William H. Beehler, the United States 
naval attache at Berlin, who represented 
the American embassy at Cuxhaven, yes- 
terday of the wonderful reception Prince 
Henry had received in the United States. 

“But,” said Commander Beehler, ‘‘your 
majesty would have received a gtfeater 
one.’’ 

To this the emperor replied: ‘But I 
cannot leave the country for so long.” 

“It would not take you longer than 
your trip to Jerusalem,’’ said Commander 
Beehler. 

“*Yes,’’ replied the emperor, ‘“‘that is so.’’ 


KING OF PORTUGAL I§ DEAD. 


His Majesty Achilles I Passes Away 
in Paris. 

Paris, March 19.—Achilles I, known as 
the ‘“‘king of Patagonia and Araauchina,’’ 
died here of pmeumonia_ yesterday. 
Achilles, who held his court in a modest 
apartment on the Place de la Nation, 
succeeded his second. cousin, Antoine I, 
on September 17, 1878. The latter, who 
was originally a lawyer of Perigueux, 
went to South America and claimed to 
have become king of Patagonia in 1861. 

Achilles, whose real name was La- 
viarde, accompanied Antoine on his 
travels, returned to Paris and as- 
sumed the royal title on An- 
toine'’s death. Achilles, in view 
of the difficulties between Patagonia and 
Chile, it is asserted, deemed it imprudent 
to return to his kingdom, surrounded 
himself with a court here, appointed 
functionaries and lavishly distributed 
high-sounding titles and decorations. 


RUSSO-FRENCH NOTE ISSUED. 


Satisfaction Is Expressed at Anglo- 
Japanese Treaty. 

St. Petersburg, March 19.—The Official 
Messenger tomorrow will print the text 
of a Russo-French conjoint declaration 
sent March 16 to the Austrian, Belgian, 
British, American, Spanish, German, Ital- 
ian, Dutch, ~.«a.nese and Japanese govern- 
ments. The declaration is as follows: 

“The allied Russo-French governments 
are wholly pleased to discern that the 
Anglo-Japanese convention supports the 
essential principles which, according to 
the reiterated statement of France and 
Russia, constituted and still constitutes 
the foundation of their policy. Both gov- 
ernments believe that the support of these 
principles is also a guarantee of‘ their 
interests in the Far East. They are coni- 
pelled, however, not to lose from the 
view of the possibly inimical action of 
other powers or a repetition 6f disorders 
in China, possibly impairing China's integ- 
rity and free development to the detri- 
ment of their reciprocal interests. They 
therefare reserve to themselves the right 
to take measures to defend these inter- 
ests.”* ~

today granted the Countess de la Warr 
a decree providing for the restitution of 
her conjugal rights. The case was not 
Gefended. 

Counsel for the countess told how the 
de la Warrs visited South Africa in 1899 
and returned in 1900, since when their re- 
lations had been most unhappy. Last 
June the respondent left the family man- 
sion and had not.since lived with his 
wife. 

In December the countess wrote to ‘‘My 
Dear Cantelupou,”’ inviting him to return 
and restore her wifely rights. The earl’s 
reply was prompt and uncompromising. 

“My Dear Marie,”’ it began, “I have 
come to the conclusion that it will be 
much better if we live apart, and I have 
finally ~decided not to, return and live 
with you. I have no explanation to give 
of the reasons for my decision.”’

HEARD BY MANY 


Many Hear Speeches for and 
Against the Alleged Slayer 
_- Of Nellie Cropsey. 


CLOSING ARGUMENTS 
ARE TO BE MADE TODAY 


Attorney Bond, for the Defense, 
Makes a Strong Speech in Which 
He Declares That All the 
Evidence Is. Cir- 
cumstantial. 


Elizabeth City, N. C., March 19.—Ttie 
tourt house was crowded today during the 
arguments in the Cropsey murder trial. 
Many women were present. Three law- 
yers were heard today. The _ closing 
speeches will be made tomorrow by Solic- 
itor Ward for the state and E. F. Ayd- 
lett for the defense. The case wi! prob- 
ably go to the jury on Friday. 

W. 2, Leary concluded his speech be- 
gun yesterday in behalf of the defense. 
He asserted that Nellie Cropsey commit- 
ted suicide. Sujcide, he said, had been 
suggested and discussed the night before 
and Nellie took part in it. 

J. Heywood Sawyer followed for the 
state. He reviewed the evidence, tending 
to show that the gir] had not drowned 
herself and asserted her death was due 
to a blow. 

W. M. Bond, of Edenton, followéd Mr. 
Sawyer. He spoke for the defense. 
Among other things he said: 

“There are only two questioas in this 
case. Was the girl killed; if so, who kill- 
ed her? Is the evidence sufficient to con- 
vict the prisoner. I say that it is not; 
there was nothing certain or positive 
about what the doctors said. Dr. Fear- 
ing went to work on the case with a dis- 
torted judgment. He believed that Wilcox 
had done the girl whatever wrong had 
been done. This is shown by the fact 
that he left the body after the first ex- 
amination without having found a single 
mark of violence. Dr. Wood said that 
the absence of any one of the symptoms 
of drowning could not be taken as posi- 
tive evidence. Dr. Lumsden swore that 
he could not give expert testimony in a 
case where a person had been dead thir- 
ty-seven days and the body buried in 
the water. There is nothing positive in 
the evidence. It is all circumstantial.”’ 


NEGRO SAVED FROM GALLOWS. 


Governor Aycock Commutes Sentence 
of Condemned Man. 

Raleigh, N. C., March 19.—(Special— 
Governor Aycock has commuted the sen- 
tence of Ed Morgan, colored, of Concord, 
to life imprisonment at hard labor in the 
penitentiary. 

Morgan was convicted of outraging a 
young negro girl, Cora Johnson, and sen- 
tenced to be hanged March 31. Judge 
Starbuck and Solicitor Webb declared it 
was a proper case for clemency and urged 
it, as did many leading citizens. 

The solicitor gave opportunity to Mor- 
gan’s lawyers to submit an indictment 
for assault with intent to outrage, but 
they refused, believing him innocent,

Negro Switchman Killed. 
Selma, Ala., March 19.—(Special.)—Doce 
Williams, a negro switchman in the 
yards of the Western Railway of Ala- 
bama, was run over by a switch engine 
at a late hour last night and was horri- 
bly mangled and died from the effects 
of his injuries at the city hospital this 
morning. The man had thrown a switch 
and was running in front of the engine 
when one of his fest got caught in a frog 
and he fell on the track, and before he 
could recover the engine had passed over 
him, cutting off both arms and his left 

leg, besides injuring him internally. 


MAN IS KILLED IN KNOXVILLE 
' SHOOTING GALLERY. 


Two Slayers Shoot Him Through 
Glass,- Again Firing After 
He Had Fallen. 


Knoxville; Tenn., March 19.—Thomas C. 
Howard was shot and instantly killed 
this afternoon by Josh R. Jones and 
Moultrie Jones on the principal business 
street of the city. 

Howard was in a shooting gallery when 
the Jones:-men saw him. Josh Jones fired 
through the glass, wounding Howard, 
and then the two Joneses emptied the 
loads of their weapons into Howard's 
body after he had fallen. 

‘Howard was armed, being a special po- 
liceman, but had no chance to draw his 
gun. Six bullets entered his body. 

The shooting was the result of a Monroe 
county feud, in which five lives have 
been lost.

CONSTABLES EXCEL SOLDIERS. 


Do Better Work in the Philippines, 
Alien Says. 

Louisville, Ky., March 19.—City Attor- 
ney Henry L. Stone has received an in- 
teresting letter from Henry T. Allen, chief 
of the Philippine constabulary, in which 
he later discussed the affatrs of th¢ 

lands in an optimistic manner. 

Regarding Governor Taft's prognostica- 


tions relative to the 15,000 Americans, 
5,000 natives and 5,000 constabulary being 
sufficient to hold these islands by Janu- 
ary, 19038, Mr. Alien sayS: 

“This force of constabulary has now 
reached nearly 4,000 and it is proving its 
efficiency by numerous captures of men 
and guns. It is doing work that can 
hardly be done by white troops and I 
think all fair-minded persons recognize 
the importance of its existence. I am dis- 
posed to thi nkthat I can maintain a force 
of 5,000 strong at $1,250,000 per annum, 
This would be just @ene-fourth what the 
same number of troops would cost in the 
United States. Out here even this sum 
would have to be increased largely for 
American soldiers. It is my opinion that 
these 5.000 constabulary are at least the 
equivalent of 10,000 Americans. The con- 
stabulary: is one of the leading factors 
in solving the Filipino problem. 

“There {s no reason why, in a very 
short period, the military should not play 
the same role here as it does in the United 
States.’’ 


OUT FOR OFFICES IN CARROLL. 


Clerk and Tax Collector Have An- 
nounced for Reelection. 
Carrollton, Ga., March 19.—(Special.)— 
fion. J. H. Barron, clerk of the superior 
court of Carroll county, today announced 
his candidacy for reelection to that of- 
fice. He has held the position for the past 
eight or ten years. At the last election, 
he had no opposition and it is probable 

he will have none this time. 

P. P. Kingsberry, the present tax col- 
lector, also made pubiie his candidacy for 
reelection as tax collector of this county. 
He has held the place for the past three 
terms, being the first incumbent of that 
office for years who was not beaten or re- 
tired after the second term. He has five 


opponents already. 


MUST PAY OR GO TO PRISON. 


Nugent May Serve an Indefnite Sen- 
tence for Contempt. 

Louisville, Ky., March 19.—According to 
a mandate of the United States supreme 
court, which was received in the federal 
court in this city today, W. I. Nugent, 
the son of the late E. B. Nugent, a dry 
goods merchant of this city, must either 
pay $14,000 which he received for goods 
taken from his father’s store on the:eve 
of the latter’s assignment two years ago, 
or he will be obliged to serve an indefinite 
sentence in prison for cor$empt of burt. 

Nugent was tried in the federal court 
here,-and Judge Evans ruled that he must 
pay the money or go to jail for contempt 
of court. The case was carried to the 
circuit court of appeals, which reversed 
Judge Evans’ decision, but the attorneys 
for the creditors carried it to the supreme 
court, and there Judge Evans’ decision 
was upheld. A petition for a rehearing 
was denied, the final mandate being re- 
ceived today.

Mob Carry Murderer from Missis- 
sippi Jail to Death. 

Natchez, Miss., March 19.—John Wood4d- 
ward, the negro murderer of ‘‘Len’’ Cal- 
vitt, a white planter at Union Point, Con- 
cordia parish, Louisiana, was lynched 
this morning at 2 o’clock within 300 yards 
of the parish prison in Vidalia, La. 

The mob gained admittance to the jail 
by claiming they had a_ prisoner from 
Catahoula parish. After the door was 
opened they demanded the body of Wood- 
ward. Jailer Schuchs refused to surrender 
him. Several men caught him, whereupon 
a member of his family, fearing the mob 
ee do him violence, gave them the 

ey. 

Woodward pleaded for his life, but he 
was taken to a pecan tree 300 yards from 
the jail and hanged. 

The negro was about twenty-five years 
of age, and had stolen some cotton from 
Calvitt. On February.17 he confessed the 
theft and promised Calvitt to make resti- 
cution if the latter would -go to his 
(Woodward's) house. Calvitt did so. but 
when the negro emerged from his house 
he had a winchester in his hands and 
opened fie, one ball entering Calvitt’s 
left breas’ which resulted in his death. 

Calvitt ‘turned Woodward's fire. but 
without ¢€ fect. Calvitt was 23 vears of 
age, and left a widow. the daughter of a 
prominent planter of Concordia parish.

The action of the republican caucus 
in agreeing to grant Cuban products 
a concession of 20 per centum of our 
tariff rates until December 1, 1903, 
is in the interest of tne republican 
congressional campaign of this year, 
rather than through sympathy with 
Cuba.

The whole affair has taken the 
shape of a compromise for campaign 
purposes only.

They will say to the pro- 
tectionists that this concession to 
Cuba is no abandonment of the high 
protection policy, but a mere tempo- 
rary act of charity to the Cubans., 
To the beet-raising western farmers 
they will argue that it is only a sop 
to a starveling and will last but lt- 
tle more than a year.

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Protection by Submarine Boats. 

The invention of the submarine boat 
and the demonstrated practicability of 
its use in harbor and coast defense are 
facts making for new methods in naval 
maneuvers. The most expert men in 
the American navy have tested the 
claims made for the submarines and 
have reached the conclusion that they 
will solve one of the most serious 
problems of defense for countries. 
having many harbors and long lines 
of littoral to be protected from 4as- 
saulting fleets. 

During tne Spanish-American war, 
as we remember, there was apprehen- 
sion-in all our eastern ports lest a 
Spanish squadron should dash upon 
them and do terrific damage before our 
heavier ships of war could come to 
their defense. We have been com- 
pelled to spend vast sums for coast 
defense works and yet they are by 
no means complete. The submarine 
boat, however, is neither costly nor 
cumbersome. It is the fish-hawk in 
our sea-power. By its use blockad- 
ing squadrons can be forced to lie 
far beyond bombardment range. New 
York harbor adequately equipped with 
submarine boats could neither be 
blockaded, nor the city successfully 
bombarded, by half the navy of Eng- 
land now afloat. 

We assume, of course, that the 
navy department wili thoroughly ex- 
ploit the value of this new and mys- 
terious craft and so fill our vulner- 
able harbors and ports with them as 
to make our national coast line and 
cities secure against the possible as- 
saults of any navy of the globe.

| WHY BACON OPPOSES 
COMPROMISE ON CUBA 


et 


Washirgton, March: 19.—(@@pecial.)— 
“There are several grounds on which I 
feel that the democrats of the senate 


would have ample justification in voting | 


against the proposition for a reduction 
in the tariff in the interest of the Cubans 
as it will reach us,” said Senator Bacon 
in talking about the matter today. “I 
do not know how many of them will vote 
against it, for I have made nothing like 
a canvass, nor do I intend go. I shall sim- 
ply vote my individual views. The state- 
ment that I would lead the fight against 
the reciprocity proposition can hardly be 
said to be true. I have no aspirations in 
the leadership line: as I have said, I 
shall simply vote my convictions. 

“In the first place,” continued the sen- 
ator, “I think there is ample warrant for 
assuming that although the measure pre- 
tends to be fm the interest of the Cuban 
planters, they will receive nothing from 
it. Despite allegations to the contrary, 
I am convinced in my own mind that the 
chief and perhaps the only beneficiaries 
of this legislation would be the Ameri- 
can sugar refiners. Whether or not it is 
true that the refining trust has bought u 
the next two Cuban sugar crops, I re- 
gard it certain that the refiners, who 
are the only possible purchasers of Cu- 
ban raw sugars, hold such control of the 
Situation that they will take to them- 
selves the benefits involved in this pro- 
posed reduction of the American tariff. 
Nobody has ever accused this sugar trust 
of any high degree of magnanimity or 
philanthropy, and when it is in the posi- 
tion to squeeze the Cuban planters, it is 
a pretty safe prediction that it will do 
so. I myself am convinced that the 
American refining combination has al- 
ready bought up the greater part of the 
Cuban crop or has options on it which, 
of course, is the same thing. 
Consumers Will Not Be Benefited. 

“There is still another reason in my 
mind for opposition to this reciprocity 
proposition. There are no arguments now 
for this sort of legislation in the inter- 
ests of the Cuban planters, which will 
not exist ten years from now. Once we 
begin legislating for the benefit of the 
Cuban people we will have to keep it up. 
They will always be able—or somevody 
will be able for them—to show reasons 
why the American congress should legis- 
late for the benefit of Cuba to the detri- 
ment of American industries. 

“It must be borne in mind that there 
is no suggestion of benefiting the Amert- 
can consumer in the slightest degree In 
this tariff reduction proposition. So long 
as there is no such element entering into 
the question—so long as it is merely a 
question of benefiting Cuban industries 
at the expense of American industries— 
I confess that my first thought is for the 
American industries. We have not gone 
into sugar to any great extent In Géorgtia, 
but a good many of our south Georgia 
planters are Jooking in that dirériion. 
There may ecome a time when the indus- 
try develops into something much more 
substantial. If we once begin acting on 
the principle That. it is all right to change 
the American tariffs on the plea that it 
will help the people of Cuba, the prob- 
ability, in my opinion, is that the same 
influences which inspire that action today 
will be sufficiently powerful to make us 
keep it up. 

"There is, as I have said, no suggestion 
in this legislation of the American con- 
sumer getting any benefit from this tariff 
reduction, for. of course, the price of fe- 
fined sugar which the consumer buys, 
would not be reduced in the slightest de- 
gree. The only question is whether con- 
gress should discriminate against the in- 
dustrtes of the people of a foreign coun- 
try;, this, coupled with the condition that 
even these foreign industries will not re- 
ceive the benefit which the advocates of 
reciprocity intend they shall have, ‘but 
that such benefit will in reality go into 
the pockets of one of the most powerful 
trusts in America.’’

Lawrenceville, Ga., March 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Is there any means by which head- 
end collisions on railroads can be pre-

It consists, in brief, of a dynamo 
of 1-horse power, to be placed on each 
locomotive. The electric current thus 
generated is conveyed by a simple de- 
vice to @mtrolley wire which is placed 
on the crossties between the rails. This 
is simple enough, to be sure, but what 
will that have to do in warning an en- 
gineer of an approaching train? How can 
electricity generated on a locomotive 
warn the engineer that another train 
is approaching at the distance of one, 
three or five miles?-Dr._Born clears the 
matter up with this question, ‘“‘When a 
trans-Atlantic cable breaks, by what is 
it ascertained where the break occurred 
so that the same may be repaired?” Mr. 
Edison has answered the question, tell- 
ing the exact place where any break oc- 
curs jn a cable. With this instrument 
or device Dr. Born regulates the strength 
of the electric current on the trolley be- 


» 


tween the rails, the rheostat registering 
— five or ten miles, as the case may 

e. 

Suppose a road is equipped with these 
appliances and two trains are running 
toward each other with the rheostat 
registering a mile. So soon as the trains 
are one mile apart an electric circuit is 
formed and instantaneously the engineer 
on each train is warned by an Incandes- 
cent light or other signal not three feet 
from his eyes. He will thus have ample 
time to stop his train or lower its speed 
as the case might necessitate. 

Should the engineer be asleep, which 
seldom or never occurs, perhaps, the in- 
candescent light would, of course, fail 
in its purpose; but the invention is so 
complete that in such cases the electric 
current does it8 work and the brakes on 
the locomotive and train are applied au- 
tomatically, bringing the trains to a 
standstill before they can possibly go 
together. In this case the brakes are 
thrown off automatically also, requiring 
neither the time nor the attention of 
the engineer. 

Do the railroads want Dr. Born’s in- 
vention? He says they will want it 
because it will save them thousands of 
dollars yearly. The money they pay | 
every two years for the hire of flagmeéen 
will equip the roads and flagmen will 
then be dispensed with. 

The cost for equipping a train will not 
exceed $35. To equip a mile of track 
will mean an outlay of from $105 to $140, 
according to the material used. The ex- 
pense for each locomotive will be about . 
$1.25 per month. The apparatus, it is - 
claimed, will last twenty years, or longer 
than the locomotive itself. 

This is an imperfect account of Dr. 
Born’s invention. If successful, it means 
a higher degree of safety in railroad 
travel and traffic. It means, also, the 
saving of immense sums of money by the 
railroads for loss of life and destruction 
of property caused by these accidents, 
and every man to whom he has explained 
his invention acknowledges its practti- 
cability and congratulates the doctor on 
his splendid achievement. It is without 
doubt the invention of the generation and

The new council chamber on the fourth 
floor is now rapidly nearing completion, 
and it is thought it will be ready for 
occupancy by the next regular meeting 
of that body.

SEEK TO DRIVE NEGROES OUT

Unknown Parties Last November 
Burned a Negro Church and 
School House in County. 


— 


Governor Candler yesterday offered a re- 
ward of $150 for the first and $100 for each 
subsequent capture of the gang that has 
recently been terrorizing the negroes in 


Pick2ns county. 

According to information which the 
governor has received from Judge George 
F. Gober and Colonel Sam Tate, there 
has been formed in Pickens county an or- 
ganization whose object is to drive the 
negroes out of the county. This, it seems, 
has been made apparent by several crim- 
inal acts on the part of these parties, and 
an effort is being made by the law- 
abiding people of that community to put 
a stop to it. 

Last November unknown parties burned 
a negro church and a negro school house 
in Pickens county, and an account of the 
matter Was published atthe time. It ap- 
pears it has never developed who the par- 
ties were. Continual threats were made 
against the negroes, many of whom work 
in the marble quarries and the marble 
mills there, but there were no more acts 
of lawlessness until a week or two ago, 
when the gang began to use dynamite. 

The latter part of February dynamite 
was used on several negro cabins, though 
there was no loss of life. This last act 
led the law-respecting citizens to take 
the matter up In earnest, with the result 
that it was rresented to the governor. 
As a result of letters on the subject from 
Judge Gober and Colonel Tate, Governor 
Candler yesterday offered the rewards 
stated. For the capture of the first mem- 
ber of the gang, with proof to convict, 
the state will pay $150, and for each sub- 
sequent member of it who is convicted, 
$100. Every effort will be made to put an 
end to the lawlessness. 

Governor Pays a Reward. 

Governor Candler yesterday paid a re- 
ward of $150 to Sheriff W. M, Harriett, 
of Jones county, North Carolina. Sheriff 
Harriett seme time ago captured Bill 
Burney, colored, at Newberne, the county 
seat of Jones county. Burney was want- 
ed in Liberty county for the murder of 
R. A. Curtis, a white man who lived near 
Hinesville. He was convicted at the last 
term of Liberty superior court and was 
sentenced to life imprisonment in the 
penitentiary. —

IS SUSTAINED 


Its Constitutionality Attacked 
by Habeas Corpus Pro- 
ceedings. 


JUDGE LUMPKIN HOLDS 
THAT COURT IS VALID 


Case Wiii Be Appealed to Supreme 
Court—Much Depends on De- 
cision—Adds Interesting 
Phase to City Court 
' Situation. 


After having been declared an inde 
pendent court by the supreme court a 
few days ago the constitutionality of the 
criminal court of Atlanta was attacked 
yesterday in habeas corpus proceedings, 
heard by Judge J. H. Lumpkin, of the 
Superior court. Judge Lumpkin rendered 
an extensive opinion, in which he held 
the court to be perfectly valid. 

The case will be appealed to the su- 
preme court and that tribunal will again 
be called upon to determine the consti- 
tutionality of the criminal court. 

The issue was raised by Attorney 
Alexander W. Stephens, who last Satur- 
day applied for a writ of habeas corpus 
to secure the release from the county 
chaingang of Monroe Wellborn, colored. | 
It was on this same case that the su- 
preme court recently handed down an 
opinion in the celebrated city court con- 


| troversy. 


The supreme court held the criminal 
court of Atlanta to be an independent 
court and Attorney Stephens now at- 
tacks its right as such a court. The issue 
is of great importance, since it involves 
the validity of hundreds of trials of mis- 
demeanor cases. An adverse decision to 
the court might mean the giving of free- 
dom to large numbers of convicts now 
doing terms in the county chaingang. 
On the final adjudication of the issue 
much depends. 

At the hearing yesterday afternoon 
Wellborn was represented by Attorney 
Stephens and Solicitor Eugene R. Black 
appeared in behalf of the court. Argu- 
ment Was made by both attorneys and 
the points involved and the law touching 
on them were gone into fully. The pris- 
oner had been brought from the con- 
vict camps and occupied a seat in the 
courtroom. 

Attorney Stephens contends that the 
court is unconstitutional, because it uses 
Only five jurors in trying cases, instead 
of twelve. He also claims that the act 
creating the court is a special law, en- 
acted while there is already standing a 
general law to cover the tal of misde- 
meanor cases. On these grounds he con- 
tends that the -detentton of Wellborn in 
the chaingang is illegal; that the criminal 
court of Atlanta had no authority to 
convict and sentence him. 

On the other hand Solicitor Black con- 
tends that the constitution of the state 
of Georgia gives to the legislature the 
power to create independent courts and 
clothes them with the authority to try 
cases with only five jurors. He claims 
that as it is an independent court, cre- 
ated especially for the demands of At- 
lanta and Fulton county, it does not 
conflict with the constitution and is per- 
fectly regular and valid. 

Judge Lumpkin, in rendering his de- 
cision, sustained the points raised by 
Solicitor Black, holding the court to be 
constitutional. He accordingly refused to 
grant the writ of habeas corpus and re- 
manded the prisoner to the custody of 
the county authorities. 

Wellborn was convicted in the criminal 
court last’ December on the charge of 
vagrancy and was sentenced by Judge 
A. E. Calhoun to a term of twelve 
months in the county chaingang. 

This attack, on the criminal court adds 
an interesting’ phag to the city court 
situation and the a ion of the supreme 
court will be awaite, with interest. 

Trial Nears Conclusion. 
The trial of the Fowler damage suit, in 


progress before Judge H. M. Reid in the 
first division of the city court, is drawing 
to a conclusion and will probably ble 


given to the jury this afternoon. 

The defense was still introducing testi- 
mony yesterday and a number of wit- 
resses were placed on the stand. The at- 
torneys will submit their argument today, 
which will be followed by the charge of 
Judge Reid, giving the case into the hands 
of the jury. 

The case has been fought on the issue 
of whether Louise Fowler, colored, is the 
widow of Cornelius Fowler, deceased. She 
is sujng the Central of Georgia Railway 
Company fer $10,000 for his death. 

Plaintiff Awarded $50. 

A jury in the superior court yesterday 
mornigg returned a verdict for $50 in fa- 
vor of R. S. Johnson against the Atlanta 
Rapid Transit Company. Johrson was 
suing for $100 for alleged damage to a 
herse and delivery wagon. 

He claimed that a car of the company 
on the river line ran into the wagon on 
the Jones avenue bridge, damaging the 
wagon and injuring the horse. The case 
was tried yesterday before Judge Lump- 
kin. The Messrs. Horton represented the 
plaintiff and Attorneys Simmons & Petti- 
grew represented the defense. 


Peculiar Accident Alleged. 

Jim Smith yesterday brought suit 
against the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company for $2,000 damages. The petition 
alleges a peculiar accident. 

Smith claims that on March 14 a car of 
the defendant company struck a wagon 
on West*Peachtree street and that thé 
wagon struck him ir the stomach.

‘BOYCOTT UPHELD BY COURT. 


Notable Decision by the Supreme 
Tribunal of Missouri. 
Jefferson City, Mo., March 19.—In the 
supreme court sitting en banc today an 
opinion was handed down declaring that 
courts of equity have no power to enjoin 
labor organizations from enforcing boy- 

cotts on corporations.

Supreme Court Cannot Hear It in 
Cases for the March Term. 


DOCKETS HEAVILY CROWDED 


Time Fixed for Filing of Briefs and 
for Service of Them on Op- 
posing Counsel. 


On account of the crowded condition of 
the supreme court dockets and the fact 
that Justices Lewis and Little are both 
e:ck, the court has found it necessary to 
dispense with ora] argument not only on 
the remaining cases for the October term, 
but also for the March term, and it has 
accordingly issued an order to the at- 
torneys at interest directing those on 
beth sides to file briefs in March term 
cases on or before April 25 next. 

A new feature is contained in this order 
with reference to the service of briefs.

Early in the day when prices were a little 
lower on the warm weather reports and steady 
cables the local crowd took to the buying side 
in the wheat pit. Oklahoma and Kensas per- 
sisted in the complaints of serious damage to 
the winter crop. A Texas report stated that 
the recent showers gave only temporary relief, 
and that the wheat crop was not in good 
shape.

The actual growth of cotton in the year 
1899 was, according to the census, cyuivalent 
yo 9,434.333 bales of 500 pounds each, consist- 
-ug of actual bales, round and square (light 
and heavy weights) weighing 4,717,166,466 
pounds of lint. 

The product reported by ginners through 
the census bureau for 1899 was 9,345,391 500 
round bales, a difference from the actual pro- 
cuction, as reported by the farmers, of 838,- 
£42 500-pound bales. 

The commercial crop of 1899-1900, made up 
by Mr. Hester on September !, 1900, was 
9,436,416 baics of 504 12-100 pounds each 
gross weight. The census figures given above 
are the actual returns from farmers of their 
acreage and production, and is in the same 
form as the census figures have always here- 
tofore been made up. 

The census figures indicate that there should 
be an addition ‘o the calcuiated acreage of the 
past year as given out by the agricultural de- 
partment of the government of 994.400 acres.

The redemption 
defartment chief declared that Landers 
had worked in that department and that 
he was given 1,000 old 2-cent stamped - 
velopes to destroy. The manner in which 
the envelopes were rendered useless was 
desoribed. Then the government showed 
that the package had been’ sent into 
Washington by the postmaster at Los 
Angeles, Cai., and that later a package 
had been discovered in Atlanta The en- 
velopes found in Atlanta were identified 
as those shipped from California and 
which had, according to the evidence of 
the chief, been entrusted to Landers for 
destruction. By the witnesses from Los 
Angeles the envelopes were recognized as 
those sent in from that city to the re- 
demption department at Washington. 
When the government had concluded 
the defense presented a list of a half 
dczen witnesses. A minister, the ordinary 
and a member of the legislature from 
Walton county were placed on the stand. 
By each of these the defendant estab- 
liehed a good character. He had always 
borne a goo@ reputation and his acquaint- 
‘ances were surprised when informed of 
the charge against him. 
Landers went upon the stand and re- 
peated about what he certified to when 
he asked for a continuance a few days 
ago on account of absent witnesses. He 
asserted that a companion named Barton, 
whose presence he wanted, but could not 
eecure, Wad séen him. pack. his valise in 
Washingt™ and would have sworn, had 
he beers “esent, that there were no en- 
velopes} °.

Sundall went into the baggage 
car and returning with the 1,000 stamped 
envelcpes handed them to Landers, at 
the same time giving him 300 self-addvess- 
ed envelopes. He then asked Landers to 
redeem the 2-cent envlopes, use 300 of 
the stamps on the addressed envelopes 
and to mail him the remaining 300 to 
Raleigh. This request Landers declares he 
carried out. " 

With Landers off the stand Assistant 
District Attorney Bell outlined the case 
ior the prosecution and then Mr. Heyman 
opened for the defense. Mr. Heyman made 
a strong plea tor his client and handled 
the evidence to his best advamtage. 

The case will be resumed as scon as the 
court opens this morning with Mr. Hey- 
man &till before the jury. District At- 
torney Angier will follow for the gov- 
ernment.
